MARYLAND CAVE SERVED AS 
GRAVEYARD FOR PREHISTORIC 


ANIMALS DISCOVERY SHOWS 


By F. B. COI/TON 
(Associated Press Science Writer.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11— W)— 
Discovery near Cumberland, Mary- 
land, of a "Noah's ark of the ice 
age," a cave with a representative 
collection of prehistoric animals 
that lived in North America over 
a period of 2,000,000 years, was 
announced today by the Smithson- 
ian Institution. 
The cave also is providing new 
knowledge of the climates In this 
part of the continent during the 
ice acre, for the bones of differ- 
ent kinds of animals show that 
temperatures ranged from tropical 
to sub-arctic at various periods. 
The cave is in the Allegheny 
mountains. 
Apparently the cave served as an 
".'inimal graveyard" where all kinds 
of prehistoric beasts went to die 
throughout the 20,000 centuries of 
the pleistocene age, most recent of 
the geological periods.

as a tomb for so long a time. 
Nearly 50 different kinda of ani- 
mals have been found in it, in- 
cluding several new to science. 


Among the animals are a croco- 
dile-like creature, hats, a tapir and 
pecarries or wild pigs, tropical 
types, showing that the Alleghe- 
nles once enjoyed a climate akin 
to that near the equator. 


Other skeletons in the cave, are 


of animals such as wolverines and 
the lemming mouse, which live In 
a cold, 'sub-arctic climate. 
It Is not likely that all the ani- 
mals could have lived together, 
says C. L. Gazin, who is studying 
them. 


The bones are not arranged In 
stratified layers, but are all mix- 
ed together. And the Smithsonian 
says they furnish "one of the 
best cross section pictures of life 
during the pleistocene yet found 
In North America."

SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 11.—(IP)— 


A score of western 
Washington 
cities and towns had the highest 
flood waters in 
years 
swirling 
about them today, while authori- 
ties sought the bodies of possible 
victims. 
Thn high waters were described 
in various districts in these terms: 
Longvlew—"Cowlitz highest since 
flood of 1896;" Auburn—"Worst in 
21 years, and at Tacoma, by In- 
ter-county .engineer, B. P. Thom- 
as, "The worst flood in the history 
of the Puyallup and White rivers," 
Despite hundreds of families be- 
ing marooned, however, or being 
forced to evacuate hurriedly or 
be carried to safety in boats, no 
verified reports of flood deaths 
had< been obtained.

suspected of knowing the 
whereabouts of David Greg- 
ory, 
negro, before he was 


shot end killed by officers 
and then burned by an angry mob 
on » huge fire for the slaying of 
Mr«. Mellie Williams Brockman, 
30-year-old farm woman. 
Miles Jordan, county sheriff, laid 
he had received telephone calls 
during the night indicating that 
another crowd might attempt to 
sorm the jail in*an attempt to 
reach the three prisoners. 
Ha expressed the opinion, how- 
ever, -that the spirit of the mob 
violence had been dissipated by the 
violence inflicted on. Gregory and 
indicated that he might release the 
negroes late today because he be- 
lieved they were Innocent. 
Jordan planned first to sound 
out sentiment in all part* of the 
county. One of the prisoners, be- 
lieved to have known definitely 
Gregory'* hiding place in a church 
belfry at Voth, caused Jordan the 
most concern and the officer Indi- 
cated that he might tell that ne- 
gro to "go up country" for a while. 
Th* mob, estimated at 400 per- 
sons, took Gregory's body from 
Jordan here after the sheriff had 
tried unsuccessfully to turn it over 
to an undertaker at Silsbee. 
Object of Search. 
"The 
negro, who had 
been 
charged with criminal assault and 
murder after Mrs. Broekman was 
found slain, had been the object 
of a widespread search in South- 
east Texas. He was found 
at 


Voth, another small town, and 
was taken to a Beaumont hospital 
but, upon hearing reports that 
crowds were gathering, Jordan 
started away from the city, hop- 
Ing to obtain a statement from 
Gregory before he died. Jordan 
was accompanied by W. W. Rich- 
ardson, Jefferson county sheriff, 
and Homer French, a deputy. 


While Jordan and the other of- 
ficer* were driving just over the 
Orange county .line, Gregory died. 
Richardson and French' then re- 
turned to Beaumont and Jordan 
drove to Sllsbee. 
Jordan said that upon arrival at 
Kountxe, a mob demanded the ne- 
gro but he told them he was dead. 
When the crowd insisted, the sher- 
iff said he permitted'the hundreds 
of persons to take it. 
"I was one against 400," Jordan 
said.

"As I entered KounUe, about 400 
men, .1 suppose, surged out on the 
highway and blocked my way. It 
was Just a sea of .faces of silent 
but grimly determined men. 
I 
guess I might hve got part of the 
way through by running over and 
killing a bunch of white men. I 
wasn't going to do that to save a 
dead negro who was guilty of a 
most revolting crime. I tried to 
get them to listen to reason but 
they would not. The quickly drag- 
f ed the body front the automobile, 
could do nothing agairist 400 men. 
"I went to jafl 
where

were • three other negroes arrest- 
ed for questioning in the ease. 
Sometime later some one called 
and said: "eW are coming up to

would collect all. revenues and di- 
vide them between the nation's 
treasury, states and* political sub- 
divisions. 


The interdepartmental commit-, 


tee set up by President Roosevelt 
to study altoholic beverage taxa- 
tion has suggested to 
congress 
that twenty per cent of the total 
Federal receipts on liquor be re- 
turned to the states to prevent 
double levies. 
This is in line, 
officials 
and 
members of congress claim,' with 
the President's plan to call a con- 
ference of governors for the pur- 
pose of eliminating not 
only 
double taxation of liquor but that 
of other commodities and •articles. 
The idea is not exactly original 


with this administration. Its prin- 
ciple was first invoked in estate 
taxes collected by the federal gov- 
ernment, a large portion of which 
is returned to the states In which 
the collections are made. 
With the growth of duplicating 
taxes by the federal, state, coun- 
ty and municipal governments, the 
question is being given serious 
consideration in both administra- 
tive and congressional quarters. 
An exhaustive study has

completed by the house

committee headed 
by 
Representative 
Vinson 
(D-Ky.), 


which recommended a single sys- 
tem , to simplify colelctlons and 
ease the burden en the tax pay-

and state governments 
wth impose taxes on gasoline, to- 
bacco and cigarettes, as do some 
counties and cities.
